More than one half the city is under 
water, and a new break in the canals, or 
an unfavorable wind might still further in- 
crease the damage.

A New system tor France, 

“In every: French insurrection there is 
at least a grain of reason, a shadow of 
justification,” said Bismarcsg, tn one of his 
recent speeches ir. the German Parliament. 
There is a good deal of truth in this re- 
mark, and however much we may con- 


demp the conduct of the Terisians and 
the LuITIG vandunsm they displeyed, we 


cannot fail to percieve that their revolu- 
tion would not have attained such formida- 
ble proportions if there had not existed 
serious.abuees in Frauce, and her whole 
system of government had not been con- 
ducied on a wrong basis. France has 
been since many years the country of cen- 
tralization par excc_ilence, and her apparent 
power and flourishing condition have 
heretofore beea constantly quoted, by the 
advocates of that kind of government, as 
an irresistible argument for tae soundne:s 
of thew doctrine. But thestartling events 
of the last ten months, and the develop- 
menis which followed have shown 
the evil tendencies and _ pernicious 
influences of that system so clearly that 
a complete reaction has taken place. The 
provinces, emancipated from imperial 
tutelage aud centralization, have recog- 
nized the necessity of placing the gov- 
ernment m safer bands than those of a 
small privileged clique, directing the af- 
tairs of the whole country from some 
ceniral point of the realm, very much in 
the same way that a spider governs her 
web. 

The want of a federal government be- 
gins to be felt; and it was doubtless this 
feeling which gave the first impulse to the 
movement of the Paris ans, although they, 
with their customary extravagance, car- 
ried the idea into the mos: outrageous ex- 
tremes. It was indeed singular that Paris, 
which had reaped the greatest benefit 
from centralizaiion, should be the first to 
raise a violent and bloody protest against 
the system, and just as singular that 
Abolrn Ins should be the first man 
who was obliged to break through the 
many fortifications he had himselt caused 
to be erected around the tui bulent capital 
of France many years 290. 

The movement which, by the ex- 
aggerated character it assumed, and 
its advocates 
attempted to carry it out, beeame 
a Crune, bas been stayed in blood; but, al- 
though the terrible tate of thg Parisian in- 
surgents has cast terror into (ge hearts ot 
all Frenchmen who tek inclined to make 
similar movements, and a lull 
has ensued in France, the want is still felt 
and the obnoxioti# ‘system still prevails 
A ſeeling of. uncertainty exists every- 


opinion that the government of Tamas 
will soon vanish. What government will 
take ifs place? is the question we. see 
raised and discussed in every journal ot 
France. Will it be the restoration of the 
empire, or that of the Bourbons, or the 
House ot Orleans, or the republic in an 
other shape? Most of the papers are, of 
course, under present circumstances, in 
favor of the latter, and the different repub- 
lican systems of government are discussed 
with great earnestness, 

The most rational and practical ot these 
projects that we have yet seen is one ad- 
vauced by the veteran of French journale 
ists, EMILE DE GrRaRDIN, in his new pa- 
per, L' Union Nationale, and the favorable 
manner in which his idea has been re- 
ceived by the great mass of the most infla- 
ential liberal papers of France makes it 
very probable that his plan, or a similar 
one, will be adopted, it, indeed, a Republi- 
can form of government can mamtain 
iteelt in France. 

The constitution he proposes is almost 
an exact copy of the constitution of the 
United Statés, and divides France into 
fluter n different States, each having on an 
average a little more than two millions of 
inhabitabts, and the French colonies ia 
Atrica, Asia, Amenca and Australasia into 
five States and four territories. It proposes 
two Houses of Congress and two branches 
ot the Legislature in every State, and a 
President, to be elected by the. whole peo- 
ple. 

Will this plan be adopted? It certainly 
is one of the most reasonable systems of

On tke Outskirts 0. of the Bluegrass 
zion—Peitics, Peopie aad t*rog- 
rese—An Interesting Letter. 
[Oerrespondence of the Cowier-Jourcal.} 
Mount STERLING, June 6, 1571, 
I beve been spending some time in the 
eastern portion of tue world-renowaed Biae- 
gruss region of Kentucky, and was much 
surprised to find this see io of the State so 
much like the central portion of the Bluegrass 
region. It is quite as fertile and only a little 
more rolling than Woodford, Fayette aud 
Bourbon counties. Although, Clark and 
Movigomery counties are a lon ong way behind 
the aye iu railroad facit as a coose- 
quence in manufactares aad "veais improve- 
ments, they are quite up (o it in some O hers. 
There is a two-year-old bull, owned by 
Thomas G. Suddutb, in Clark county, near 
Wincuester.
